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Two beautiful bronze tablets, con-
taining the names of more than 500
students of the University of Virginia
who died for the lost cause, wore un-
veiled at the University on Wednes-
day with appropriate ceremonies,
President Alderman in accepting the
tablets, said:

“‘No more precious gift has ever
come to the University of Virginia.
The tears quickly mount to the eye at
the thought of these gallant young
spirits passing from this heaven of
youth and opportunity to the ways of
suffering and deaths but these tears
are wiped away by the revelation of
God's goodness, in thus leading them
to the mountain tops of honor and
glorious service. For let it be re-
membered by the endless procession
of youth who shall gaze with awe
upon these names, that in life they
knew and were ruled by the highest
emotions, and in death they teach the
highest lesspn, the very root matier
of all our wisdom—the lesson of duaty
and of service. And their pupils are
those who, like unto themselves, ave
‘the roses and the fair expectancy of
the State.' "’

When it comes to anything *“free”
most of us like to get our share of it,
and as free seeds are the only subsidy
the planters of the South, or the
tarmer of the North, get from Uwtle
Sam, Congress has determined to con-
tinue the distribution. But what a
price the recipients pay for their 5
cents worth of seeds, for the same
system on a much greater scale allows
the trusts and combines to receive
enormous subsidies through the pro-
tective tariff and other special privi-
leges. All these subsidies from the
government, petty and great, are paid
from the taxes collected from the
people and the farmers pay, on the
average, §100 for the 5 cents. they re-
ceive, for in addition to their share of
the taxes, the subsidized trusts, pro-
tected by the tariff, add to the price
they charge for their products so that
the cost of living has advanced about
40 per cent.

Plan For Virginia Bullding.

mitted by Messrs. Breese & Mitchell,
of thig city. The building will be a
brick Colonial in design and will cost

£25,000. Tt will have a 116-foot front-
age on the water, including piuzzas,
which will take up 50 feet, and will be

two stories and an attic in height.
The first floor will contain two large
reception rooms, & very large hall and
corridors, the Governor's suite and
the lady commissioners’ snite. There
will be seven bedrooms and two bath-
rooms on the second floor. The build-
ing, the commissioners think, will be
an exceedingly pretty one and it will
be a permanent structure.

The building committee of the com-
missioners were ordered to proceed at
once with the construction of the
building.
